Chocorua had a son, about nine or ten 

ears old, to whom Caroline Campbell had 
éccasionally made such gaudy presents as 
were likely to attract his savage fancy. 
This won the child’s affections, so that he 
became a familiar visitant, almost an inmate 
of their dwelling; and being unrestrained 
by the courtesies of civilized life, he would 
inspect eferything, and taste of everything 
which ¢ame in his way.

Now that the new denominations of coin 
are being put into circulation, it would be 
well for shopkeepers, and in fact all traders 
to endeavor to do away with the old cus- 
tom of buying and selling by shillings and 
pence. Let us see how this can be done, 
and what the consequenogwill be in the | 
end. 

A quarter of a dollar of: our currency is 
always worth 25 cents, and yet if you 
purchase an article of the value of two or 
three cents, &c., ‘you are sure, by the pre- 
sent system, to lose‘a half cent, and often- 
times a whole ceut. If you change a dol- 
lar bill, you will find, in nine cases out 
of ten, that you have just lost fuur cents on 
your dollar. Toa poor man, this is quite 
an item in the amount of his expenses, and 
though he may not feel it at the moment, 
yet when, at the end of a month, he en- 
deavors to make both ends meet, he will 
find that he is short from two to three dol- 
lars, which would go a great ways toward 
helping to pay the enormous rents that 
poor men are now compelled to pay. This 
amount can be saved to those to whom it 
rightly belongs, if honesty can be more in- 
delibly impressed upon the consciences of 
traders. How is this tobe done? We 
will. see. The new coinage is intended to 
do away with those old Spanish 124 and 
6} cent pieces, aud in their place we are to 
have a more abundant supply of 5, 10, 20 
and 50 cent pieces. This is a dollars and 
cents currency, and will afford the trader 
the full profit on his goods, and will give 
to the consumer the full value of his money. 
Let us give an instance of the old and the 
new system :—First, we will take the old 
or present custcm; a,purchaser enters a 
store and buys an article, the price of 
which is 15 cents, he receives his purchase, 
gives a two shilling piece in payment, and 
receives in change 9 cents, when by right 
he should receive 10 cents. If you tell 
the shopkeeper you want another eent, he 
will take your change; and count it out in 
this way—‘‘ Your purchase was 1 and 38, 
and here is 9 cents, which makes exactly 
2 shillings.” You are so accustumed to 
this mode of being shaved, that you go 
away perfectly satisfied that your change is 
correct. Is not this the case? Every buyer 
in New York can vouch for the truth of 
what we have said. We will now suppose 
a case on the new system of dollars and 
cents. You buy an article for 15 cents, 
old style 1 and 3, and receive in change for 
your 25 cent piece a 10 cent piece. You 
purchase at‘another store a trifling article, 
the cost of which is ‘but 7 cents, for in- 
stanee. You tender in payment a 50 
cent piece and receive in change a 20 cent- 
piece, one 10 cent, one 5 cent, and one & 
cent piece, in all 43 cents,' and the value of 
your purchase, 7 cents— making the full 
value of your money. You purchase an ar- a 
ticle for 5 cents, give a 25 cent piece in 
payment, and receive your purehase and 
two 10 cent pieces,—in qll 25 cents. Is 
not this plain? By this system, the buyer 
and seller receive their just duties, the one 
pays the value of the ee purchased, 
and receives the value of /hie money. We 
hope for the sake of the poor classes of our 
population that the new system will be 
speedily adopted. [kt citizens refuse to 
reccive change except in the dollars and 
cents system, and we hare no’ fear of the

CHARTER OF THE CITY OF NEW 

ORK.—PASSED APRIL 12, 1853. 

The people of the State of New York, repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as fol- 
lows: 

§ 1. The Legislative Powers of the Corporation 
of the City of New York, shall be vested in a 
board of Aldermen and a board of Councilmen, 
who, together, shall form the Common Council of 
the city. 

The board of Aldermen shall consist of one Al- 
derman from each ward, who shall be elected by

or a majority thereof, draw from a box to be pro- 
vided for the purpose, in which two ballots shall 
have been deposited, having thereon respectively, 
either the word * odd” or the word “even” one 
ballot; if the ballot so drawn shall have thereon 
the word ‘odd,’ then the term of offiee of the 
Aldermen chosen from wards having an odd nu- 
merical designation shall expire on the first Mon- 


fifty-five ; and in ease the ballot having thereon the 
word “even’’ shall be drawn, then the terin of office 
of the Aldermen having an even numerical desig- 
nation shall expire on the first Monday of Janu- 
ary, one thou:and eight hundred and fifty-six. At 
all subsequent elections, Aldermen shall be eleeted 
for the full term of Two years. 

43. For the election of Councilmen, the said eity 
shall be divided into sixty districts of contiguous 
territory, and as near as may be of equal popula- 
tion, each of which shall chose one Councilman. 
The Common Council shall go divide the city into 
such districts on or before thé first Monday in Sep- 
tember next, and thereafter within one year after 
the State and National ce: sus shall have been com- 
pleted, the Common Council shall in hbke manner 
re-district said city. 

§ 4. Every det, resolution or ordinance, appro- 
priating mouey or involving the expenditure of 
money not rendered imperative under provisions 
of any State law, shall originate in the Board of 
Councilmen, but the Board of Aldermen may pro- 
pose or concur with amendments as in uther casas. 

§ 5. A vote of two thirds of all the members 
elected to each board shal! be necessary to pass any 
act, ordinance or resolution of the Common Coun- 
cil, which shall have been returned by the Mayor, 
with his objcetions. 

66. No Alderman shall hereafter sit or act as 
Judye in the Court of Oyer and Terminer, or in 
the Courts of General or Special Sessions, in the 
City and County of New York ; but this se@ion 
shall not prevent his exercising the power of a ma- 
gistrate on the arrest, commitment, or builing of 
otienders, except that he eannet set the bail or dis- 
eharge a person arrested or eommitted by another

§ 9. No money shall be expended by the corpo- 
ration for any celebration, procession, or entertain- 
ment of any kind, or on any occasion, except for 
the celebration of the Anniversary of the National 
Independence, the 25th of November, (Evacuation 
Day,) and the Anniversary of the Birth-day of 
Washington, unless by the vote ef three-fourths of 
all the members elected in each board of the Com- 
mon Council. 

§ 10. No additional allowance, beyond the legal 
claim, under any contract with the corporation, or 
for any service on its account or to its employment, 
shall be allowcd. 

§ 11. The officers of the police, and policemen, 
shall hereafter be appointed by a board of Commis- 
sioners, consisting of the Mayor, Recorder, ard 
City Judge. , 

§ 12. All work to be done, and all supplies to be 
furnished for the corporation, involving an expendi- 
ture of two hundred and fifty dollars, shal! be by 
eontract, founded on sealed bids or on proposals 
made in compliance with the public notice for the 
full period of ten days; and all such contracts, 
when given, shall be given to the lowest bidder 
with adequate secutity. All bids or proposals shall 
be opened by the heads of departments advertising 
for them in the presence of the Comptroller and 
such of the parties making them as may desire to 
be prerent. * 

§ 13. There shall be a bureau in the Department 
of Finance, to be called the “ Auditing Bureau,”’ 
and the chief officer thereof shall be “auditor of 
accounts.”? It shall revise, audit, and settle all ac- 
counts on which the city is concerned as debtor or 
creditor; it shall keep an account of each claim for 
or against the corporation and of the sums allowed 
upon each, and certify the same with reasons there- 
fore, to the Comptroller. The Comptroller shall 
report to the Common Council once in ninety days, 
the name and decision of the auditor upon the same, 
together with the final action of the Comptroller 
thereon. All moneys drawn from the city treasury 
shall be upon vouchers for the expenditure thereof 
examined and allowed by the Auditor, and approved 
by the Comptroller. 

§ 14. Every person who shall promise, offer, or 
give, or cause, or aid, or abet in causing to be pro- 
mised, offered, or given, or furnish, or agree to fur- 
nish, in whole or in part, to be protaised, offered, 
or given to any member of the Common Council, or 
to any officer of the corporation after his election as 
such member, or before or after he shall have quali- 


‘fied and taken his seat, any money, goods, right 


of action, or other property, or anything of value, or 
any pecuniary adyantage, present or prospective, 
with intent to influence his vote, opinion, judgment 
or action, on any question, matter, cause or proceed- 
ing which may be then pending, or may by law be 
brought before him in his official capacity, shall, 
upon conviction, be imprisoned in a state prison for 
aterm not exceeding ten years, or shall.be fined 
not exceeding five thousand dollars, or both, at the 
discretion of the court. Every officer in this sec- 
tion enumerated, who shall accept any such gift or 
any promise or undertaking, to make the same 
under any agreement or undertaking, that his vote, 
opinion, judgment, or action shall be’ influenced 
thereby, or shall be given in any particular manner 
or upon any particular side of any question, matter, 
cause or proceeding then pending, or which may by 
law be brought betore him in his official capacity, 
shall, upon conviction, be disqualified from holding 
any public office, trust, or appointment, under the 
charter of the city of New York, and shall forfeit 
his office, and shall be punished by imprisonment in 
a state prison not exceeding ten years, or by a fine 
not exceeding five thousand dollars, or both, in the 
discretion of the court. Every person offending 
against either of the provisions of this section shall 
be a competent witness against any other person 
offending in the same transaction, and may be com- 
pelled to appear and give evidence before any Grand 
Jury or iu any court in the sare manner as other 
persons, but the testimony so given shall not be 
used in any prosecution or proceeding, eivil or cri- 
minal, against the person so testifying. 

§ 15. No contract by the Supervisors shall be 
valid, unless expressly authorized by statute, and 
such as are authorized must be made in the man- 
ner provided in the twelfth section of this act. 

§ 16. All ordinary appropriations, made for the 
support and government of the Alms House de- 
partment, shall, before the same are finally paid be 
subinitted to the Governors of the Alms House, to 
a board of commissioners, consisting of the Mayor, 
| Recorder, Comptroller, the President of the Board 
of Aldermen and the President of the Board of 
Councilmen. 

—If the said commissioners approve of the ap- 
propriations, they shall report the same to the 
Board of Supervisors; if they shall disapprove of 
the same, they shall return them with their objec- 
tions to the Governors of the Alms House for re- 
consideration ; and in case the said Governors 
shall, upon a reconsideration, adhere by a vote of 
two-thirds of all the governors then in office to the 
original appropriations, they shall return them to 
the Commissioners whose duty it shall be to report 
to the Board of Supervisors. 

§ 17. The Board of Education shall also submit

§ 19. The power now vested in the Mayor; Al- 
dermen, and Assistant Aldermen, in granting and 
revoking tavern licenses, together with all other 
powers as excise commissioners, shall be hence- 
forth vested in the Mayor, with the Aldermen and 
Councilmen representing the district in which the 
premises of the party licensed or to be lieensed 
may be located. | 

§ 20. This act shall be submitted to the approval 
of the electors. of the city and county of New 
‘York, at an election to be held in the said city on 
the Tuesday next succeeding the first Monday in 
June, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-three. 
The tickets which shall be polled at such election 
shall contain either the words, * in favor of amend- 
ments to charter,’ or ‘ against armendinents to cher- 
ter;’? and if a majority of all the persons voting 
thereon at such election shall vote the ticket ‘In 
favor of amendments to charter,’ this act shall be- 
come @ law; if a majority of such electors shall 
vote the ticket ‘ against the amendments to char- 
ter,’ this act shall be void. 

§ 21. The Common Council are hereby author- 
ized and directed to make all necessary arrange- 
ments, by ordinance or otherwise, for the conduct 
and regulating of all elections authorized under the 
provisions of this act, and in conformity, as far as

These men were originally matched to 
fight on the 11th of January last, M’Nult 
staking £50 to £45, and receiving £5 4 
Gght in the hardware district. They met 
and were disturbed by the powers that be, 
which led to an adjournment until the fol- 
lowing day, when, afier a good deal more 
hunting about by the beaks, they met at 
Delyes Groen, near Walsall, and fought un- 
til darkness came on, and another adjourn- 
ment took place. The referee named ths 
following mornin, but, upon the arrival of 
the men on the ground, M’Nuliy refused to 
agree to the same referee acting again; a 
dispute took place, and the figint was not 
renewed. <A lengthened correspondence 
then followed, the result of which was, that 
£59 a side was added to the money down, 
and M’Nulty agreed to give Hawkes £10 to 
fight on the home circuit. The men again 
went into active training, Hawkes at Chel- 
tenham and M’Nulty at Norwich, and both 
certainly got themselves into admirable trim. 
They weighed on Monday morning before 
fighting, at Mr. Patton’s, the Lemon Tree, 
Bedfordbury, and both were within the 
stipulated nine stone, M’Nulty being about 
8st 10lb, and Hawkes 8st 12lb. An 
aquatic expedition having been decided on, 
the Waterman 7, was,.as usual, chartered 
for the occasion, and left Hungerford shortly 
after nine o'clock, calling of Blackwall 
and North Woolwich. The mill appeared 
to excite but little interest among the metro-_ 
politan Aabitucs of the P. R., but the Brum- 
magem division mustered in strong force, 
fully two-thirds of the spectators coming ’ 
from the midland counties; this being 
accounted for by the fact, that. although 
M’Nulty has at present found backers in 
London, he, like his opponent, Hawkes, 
belongs to the Birmingham school. The 
betting on the passage down was not very 
active, but as far as it went, it established 
Hawkes as the favorite at 6 to 4, odds 
which his appearance in his clothes appear- 
ed fully to justify—a bigger man of his 
weight we never saw, for, as he appeared in 
his great coat and wrappers, he might fairly 
have been set down as a ten stone man. 
His match with M’Nulty was his third effort 
within the fistic arena, his former encounters 
having been with Eden (the milkman) and 
Stevens (commonly called Hammer Lane’s 
Waiter), both of whom he vanquished, the 
former in 56 rounds, occupying 68 minutes, 
and the latter in 38 rounds and 40 minutes. 
His age is about24. M’Nulty, who is, com- 
pared with Hawkes, a veteran ia pugilism, 
has been engaged in some eight encounters, 
of which he lost two and won six. His an- 
tagonists were a3 _ follows :—Lapworth, 
whom he beat in an hour and three quarters ; 
Dan Roberts, by whom he was vanquished 
in 2} hours, and 130 rounds; Payne, beaten 
in fifteen minutes; Forty Fox, beaten in 70 
rounds, 1 hour, 55 minutes; Iko Terry, 
beaten in 29 rounds; Jem Willday, beaten 
in 28 rounds; Alf Trott, beaten in 42 
rounds, 54 minutes; and Massey, by whom 
he was beaten, through falling without a 
blow, it being considered by many that his 
chance of winning at that time was fully 
equal if not superior to that of the in- 
domitable Jemmy. It will thas- be seen 
that his experience in the Ring was of no 
mean order, and fully justified the contidence 
of his friends in staking the slight odds in. 
his favor. 


The expedition. got under -weigh from 
North Woolwich at 12 o'clock, and on ar- 
riving off Rainham, the commissary and his 
assistants were landed, and the vessel then 
proceeded some distance down the river, re- 
turning again to Rainham by the time the 
ring was pitched. “All unnecessary tramp- 
ling on the marshes was thus xvoided, the 
ring was got up without difficulty, and the 
spectators were arranged in the most com- 
fortable manner, and without the least effort 
or scrambkny for places.
